Records Management

Systems 

Staff demonstrated a new electronic signing feature of the ordinance system to the Mayor’s staff. The new 
feature will provide the Mayor the flexibility to approve and E-sign multiple ordinances with just a few mouse 
clicks. This feature is compatible on all platforms including tablets and mobile devices. 

Staff modified the Neighborhood Council Funding Program to be compatible with the Apple Safari 
browser. Prior to this, the City only supported Windows compatible browsers.
